”1 agreed at the time, but Peres 
for some reason thinks that it is 
only legitimate to challenge an in- 
cumbent premier and not an op- 
position leader,” Rabin said. 

Be declared that had It been 
poaalble to make the change, he 
'would have recommended 
Amerlcan-style primaries, in which 
the party membership selects its 
leader. 

He noted that he has consistently 
been far ahead of Peres in the polls. 
“My problem now Is to translate 
the preferences of the party rank 
and file into, votes,” 

One possible casualty of the now 
open contest in the Labour Party is 
kibbutz movement unity.

Iraq breaks ties with Syria, Libya 
over reports of airlifts to Iran 
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BAGHDAD. — Iraq broke 
diplomatic relations with Syria and 
Libya yesterday, accusing them of 
airlifting weapons to Iran to keep 
the Gulf War going. The move was 
announced after midnight by the 
Foreign Ministry, which also said it 
had decided to break ties with North 
Korea for providing weapons to 
Iran. 

On the battlefront, Iraqi troops 
and tanks crossed the embattled 
Korun River on pontoon bridges 
behind a screen of bombing jets to 
mount their final assault on Iran's 
oil refinery city of Abadan, the Iraqi 
command reported. Iran Radio con- 
firmed the crossing. 

■ Responding to Iraq's charges,* 
Libya and Syria denied having sent 
Iran any arms, and the former 
blamed Israel for spreading false 
reports. Kol Y Israel's Michael G Ur- 
dus had reported monitoring flight 
reports of Syrian and Libyan planes 
to Iran lriaJSajrtsrnlStevpe and the 
USSR. 

If they proved true, the reports 
raise the prospect of the Gulf war 
continuing longer than even the 
most pessimistic estimates of 
months rather than weeks. 

■Iraq Itself is reported to be receiv- 
ing limited supplies of military 
equipment from the Soviet Uhlan 
under agreements concluded 
before the war broke out on 
September 22. 

The Iraqi Foreign Ministry state- 


ment said: “The Syrians and 
Libyans are In collusion with the 
Persian aggressors, providing them 
with arms and ammunition and es- 
tablishing air bridges (of weapons) 
between lb her an, Damascus and 
Tripoli to give the racist clique in 
Teheran the means to continue its 
aggression against Iraq.” 

It said Iraq was closing the em- 
bassy of North Korea because it had

Syrian and Libyan diplomats 
were given 48 hours to leave Iraq, 
and the North Koreans were told to 
be gone in 72 hours. 

• A statement from the -Libyan 
Foreign Secretariat described the 
Iraqi decision as unjustified and 
said “tendentious reporta carried 
by the Zionist enemy radio and 
allied hostile broadcasting stations 
and news agencies” were behind it. 

In Damascus, the semi-official 
Syrian newspaper AlrThawra said it 
was “painful and shameful indeed” 
that Iraq had made such an accusa- 
tion against Syria and Libya. "It Is

Iran threatens Gulf states’ oil 


PARIS (AP). — Iranian President 
Abolhassan Bani-Sadr threatened 
to “destroy the oil Installations of. 
the Gulf states, ” If they entered the 
war against Iran. 

In an Interview published yester- 
day in the leftist weekly Le Nouvel 
Observateur, he also said Iran 
would attack the vital Straits of 
Hormuz, through which pass some 
80 per cent of the world’s oil, "If the 
war grows and if the big powers get 
involved through other countries.” 

He said the Iranian attack on 
Iraq 'a nuclear research centre 
“was not deliberate. We were aim- 
ing at a nearby plant, a refinery I 
think. We would never have 


deliberately weakened the Arab 
front (against Israel)." 

Bani-Sadr admitted that the 
seizure of the American hostages 
and the “excesses" of Iranian 
justice have contributed to Iran’s 
political isolation In the war. 

Asked how he explained Iran's 
Isolation, despite Iraq being the 
aggressor, Bani-Sadr said, "by all 
the errors that have been com- 
mitted. The first was certainly the 
taking of the hostages. Then by our 
inability to deal with the press and 
thus to explain our positions to 
world opinion. Finally, by the ex- 
cess of Justice.

. Is he sincere? Sqm e members of 
the local and International press, as 
well as some American Jewish 
organizations, believe that the once 
belligerent black nationalist has un- 
dergone a genuine change of at- 
titude. Carter himself writes off his 
- past condemnation of the State of 
Israel as simply an effort to 
"precipitate some interest in the 
community, as we were seeking 
reUef.from the hardships." Actual- 
ly, he adds as a. justification, “we 
were not so much condemning the 
State as what was happening to us 
. here." . 

- -Many of the Israelis and 
Americans familiar with the cult, 
however, .describe Carter as a 
Clever - pragmatist, still privately 
convinced that Ida mission is to 
"establish the Kingdom of God in 
Jerusalem, North Bast Africa and 
become a guiding light for the 
African continent.” They believe he 
is still Indoctrinating his follow era 
with a hatred' for whites and Jews. ' 

What motivates Carter today, 
they aay . la that time la tunning out. 
To combat challenges to his authori- 
ty, boost morale, and stem com- 
plaints about the overcrowding and : 
financial hardship, he needs to 
wrest major concessions from the 
.Israeli government — even if the 
price la public moderation of his ex- 
tremist views. •- 

>. The past three years have -un- 


doubtedly been difficult for Carter. 
When Arxnaggedon did not occur as 
he predicted in September 1977, 
some leaders of the group defected 
— amongthem Tommy and Hazel 
Whitfield who have recorded their 
experiences as Black Hebrews in a- 
soon -to-be-published book and in an 
NBC-TV documentary. Non-leaders 
have also left — many more, 
observers feel, than Carter is will- 
ing to admit. Stories of a life-style 
similar to the People’s Temple cult 
in Jonestown, Guyana, which began 
to filter back to the press in late 
1978. have since become more 
widespread. 

In addition, residents of Dimona 
and Arad, furious because the 
government has not solved the 
“Black Hebrew problem"- — 
members of the cult are still living 
40 to a room in various apartments, 
causing sewage to overflow and 
property values to decline — have 
taken the law into their own hands. 
It is now very difficult for Carter to 
rent flats to bouse his followers. 

New reports have surfaced about 
malnutrition, poor education and Il- 
legal use of American passports. 
Some members of Carter's 
organisation In Chicago have been 
Jailed for fraud and theft. The police 
have apparently compiled a new 
secret report recommending depor- 
tation of qome Black Hebrews 
whom they describe as wanted 
American criminals. 

. Even more alarming to Carter, 
after he successfully convinced 
Glass that the answer is a settle- 
ment and permanent residence 
visas, are the rumours that Interior 
Minister Yosef Burg disagrees with 
the recommendations made by his 
fellow NRP member. 

It is definitely advantageous to 
the cult, say' the Black Hebrews' 
critics, to present a new Image to 
the Israeli public. Carter’s 


vocabulary la now dotted with 
words like "co-exlst" and such 
phrases as "contributing to the 
state" and “doing whatever is re- 
quired of us citizens." The man who 
previously took his case to such in- 
ternational figures as Richard Nix- 
on , Henry Kissinger, Kurt 
Waldheim, Leonid Brezhnev and Idi 
Amim now describes his battle with 
the Israeli government as “a family 
problem, like between Gush 
Tgmtinim and the government, and 
Nature! .Karta and the 
government.’* 

Carter insists that his moderate 
new* stance was born of the purest of 
motives.' “I’ve been with you for 11 - 
years, ’’ he says. "I’ve learned 
something about you. I'm a little 
closer to you- I understand you 
better. And I'm not as extreme. I 
don’t want this roof to fall down.” 

After years of being ignored by 
the government, he received “with | 
unrestrained joy" the Glass report 
which devotes 147 pages to describ- 
ing the cult and assessing what the 
country should do with its followers. 
Carter commends the Knesset 
Member frequently for his in-depth 
research, impressed that he reach- 
ed his conclusions after numerous 
interviews conducted not only in 
Israel but in the U.S. Carter, in fact, 
is Glass* foremost champion these 
days, 

“The only thing that we had some 
reservations about was the loca- 
tion of the village which Glass 
recommended," said Carter. "We 
didn’t feel that Ramat Hovav is a 
very good area because of this great 
chemical complex being built there 
and the Intentions to use that area to 
stare waste chemicals from all over 
Israel. We're familiar naturally 
with Love Canal, Niagara Falls, 
where they buried all those 
chemicals and they kept 
penetrating unto they entered Into 
the homes and bodies of the people.

to propagate these unfounded

It said the American Central 
Intelligence Agency had planned 
the armed conflict. 

The shut-down order had little 
effect on the Syrians, whose 
representation here was reduced to 
one diplomat in August when 
relations between Damascus and 
Baghdad deteriorated. 

At the Libyan Embasay, in 
Baghdad's elegant Mansour dis- 
trict. two stony-faced diplomats 
loaded heavy suitcases into an 
American-made car while a small 
police detachment and a soldier 
holding an assault rifle stood by. ■ 

The Iraqi statement gave no 
details of the extent of the alleged 
weapons deliveries, and officials 
here declined to elaborate. A sub- 
stantial airlift to Teheran would be 
detected by the Advanced Warning 
and Communications Systems air- 
craft the U.S. moved to Saudi 
Arabia earlier this month. 

But U.S. officials in Washington 
have said they had no evidence of 
such movements. 

Reporting the ground action, 
Baghdad Radio said the successful 
river-crossing operation set the 
stage for encircling Abadan and 
seizing the entire Iranian coast of 
the Shaft el-Arab waterway. 

The operation left little hope for a 1 
localized ceaae-fire that UN 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim 
appealed for to rescue war-stranded 
foreign ships from Sbatt el-Arab. 

A broadcast from Abadan Radio 
of the National Iranian Oil Com- 
pany indicated the Iraqis crossed 
the Karun River from Darkhovin, SO 
km. nowtbeast of Khorramshahr. 
and knifed 82 km. southward into 
the Iranian town of Shadegan in an 
apparent race to cut off the last oil 
pipeline linking Abadan with 
southern Iran. 

Addressing the inhabitants of 
Darkhovin and Shadegan, the 
broadcast said: “According to 
reports reaching us, a number of 
enemy elements have infiltrated 
your region. We are asking the 
Islamic and popular forces to arrest 
them and hand them over to the 
nearest military post.” (Reuter, 
AP. UPI) 


AL-ASNAM, Algeria. — Am- 
bulance sirens wailed 
ceaselessly through this 
devastated city yesterday after 
the second killer earthquake in 
26 years flattened most of the 
buildings, and officials feared 
as many as 20,000 people may 
have perished. 

The cries and moans of 
trapped victims could be heard 
from under tons of rubble more 
than 24 hours after Friday's 
midday quake largely 
destroyed this normally quiet 
market city. Rescuers am- 
putated arms or legs of some of 
the victims to free them. Food 
and drink was passed to some of 
those trapped. 

In Algiers, officials said between 
5,000 and 20.000 Inhabitants of al- 
Asnam and surrounding towns may 
have died in the disaster. 

There was no official toll of the 
victims and a spokesman of the 
Algerian Red Crescent said It was 
Impossible to make an accurate es- 
timate. Medical teams and supplies 
were being sent from many nations 
at the appeal of the Red Crescent. 

Roads to the city were scarred by 
gigantic cracks and clogged with 
convoys of cranes, bulldozers, am- 
bulances, water trucks and relief 
supplies converging from all parts 
of tiie country. Almost no equip- 
ment was available locally to move 
the giant blocks of steel and con- 
crete that held many of the victims. 

The quake was felt in Algiers and 
across the Mediterranean In 
southern Spain and France, but 
without causing damage or injuries 
there. 

The city of 125,000 inhabitants, 
located • astride a major seismic 
fault 241 king, west of Algiers, was 
devastated by an earthquake 28 
years ago. On September 9, 1954, al- 
Asnam — then called Orleans ville 
— was virtually destroyed.. More 
than 1,600 -inhabitants w£re killed 
-and some 15,000 seriously Injured. 

“This was far worse than 1954,” 
lamented an old man grimly sur- 
veying the wreckage from a street 
corner. 

Friday’s quake registered 7.5 on 
the Richter scale, according to a 
seismologies! station in France. 

Some of the seriously injured 
were taken to distant hospitals by 
helicopter. 

Four camps were set up for the 
homeless survivors. More than 6,- 
000 tents were distributed by the 
military authorities, together with 
blankets, clothing and emergency 
food supplies. 

Throughout the city, electricity. 


water supplies, telephones and 
sewage systems were cut and of- 
ficials said they could give es- 
timate of how long it would take to 
restore them. 

Serious damage and heavy 
casualties were reported In moun- 
tain villages between al-Asnam and 
the Mediterranean coast, but 
highways and bridges suffered ex- 
tensively and many of the villages 
remained cut off from the outside 
world. 

Al-Asnam'8 four-storey hospital, 
■was a near-total ruin. Several high- 
rise apartment blocks, built to 
house low-income families left 
homeless by the 1954 quake, were 
completely demolished. 

The city's largest hotel, the 
Chelif. was completely wrecked 
and its concrete roof lay at ground 
level. Rescuers said some 850 
guests and staff were believed to 
have died in the building. 

One rescuer said some victims 
were freed after trapped limbs 
were removed In emergency am- 
putations with knives or axes, 
without anesthetic. 

“Everything happened so 
quickly," said a survivor of the 1954 
and 1980 quakes. “It was all over 
within six seconds. The dogs didn't 
even have time to bark. 

“I just had time to grab my wife 
and run clear as our house collaps- 
ed. But our children were trapped 
Inside. I don’t know If they are alive 
or dead, hut no sound has come 
from the ruins," he said, wiping 
tears from his eyes. 

Other survivors said the first and 
most devastating shock was follow- 
ed by more than 20 others that con- 
tinued at intervals until yesterday 
morning. 

Some 80 French technicians and 
their families were living in al- 
Asnam. There were no immediate 
reports of casualties among them, 
but nearly half of them were left 
homeless by the quake. 

Same buildings remained intact 
in the midst ofihe ruins. One. of the 
French technicians said it waa like- 
ly that earthquake security stan- 
dards were not observed in the 
reconstruction following the 1954 
disaster, particularly In the low- 
cost apartment blocks. 

The quake had a stronger force 
than the 1980 tremor that killed 12,- 
000 In Agadir in neighbouring 
Morocco. 

The area has tripled in population 
In the last two decades and the Fri- 
day quake’s timing, catching peo- 
ple at home at lunch during the 
Moslem sabbath, added to 
casualties.

— Vice-president 
Hosni Mubarak left yesterday for 
Washington on a four-day visit with 
a message from President Anwar 
Sadat to President Jimmy Carter. 

Mubarak is expected to hold talks 
with American officials concer- 
ning. "the U.S. role In surmounting 
the obstacles placed by Israel in the 
path of the negotiations and its role 
in the upcoming tripartite sum- 
mit." the Middle Shut News Agen- 
cy said. 

The Egyptian delegation to the 
autonomy negotiations left on the 
same plane. It included Foreign 
Minister Kamal Hass an All. 


Minister of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs Butros Ghali, and Foreign Un- 
dersecretary Osama el-Baz. 

The Egyptian team was in- 
structed by Sadat to stick to a 
hardline position in the negotiations 
and to reject Israeli measures in 
Jerusalem and the West Bank, to 
denounce as illegal the building of 
Jewish settlements and to affirm 
the Palestinian right to self- 
determination. 

Ghali earlier said the aim of this 
week’s meetings was to provide a 
working paper to be presented to 
the tripartite summit after the U.S. 
presidential elections.

Soviet reporters 
expelled from Cairo 


CAIRO (AP). — The Arabic version 
of the Soviet Net# Times magazine 
has been closed down and two of its 
(journalists expelled for anti- 
government activities, a Cairo 
weekly said yesterday. 

Vladimir Shellepln and Andrei 
Stepanov were briefly detained and 
expelled after police raided the 
headquarters of their magazine In a 
Cairo suburb “and found 
documents proving their guilt," a 
report in Akhbor el-Yom claimed. 

The report was the first Egyptian 
confirmation of the move that took 
place last Monday. 


U.S. missile cruiser 
enters Persian Gulf 


WASHINGTON (AP). — The U.S. 
has ordered a guided >niaaile 
cruiser into the Persian Gulf, 
strengthening its anti-aircraft 
defences off Saudi Arabia, U.S. 
Defence Department officials said 
yesterday. 

The cruiser Leahy waaexpected 
to pass into the Persian Gulf late 
last night to replace a less powerful 
destroyer, which has been 
operating in those waters with the 
permanent U.S. Middle East naval 
force.

Special emissary to boost 
Zionism among French Jews

The World Zionist Organization 
will send a member of the Zionist 
Executive to France for a year to 
help strengthen the local Zionist 
movement. The idea, proposed by 
Moshe Krone of the Executive, is in 
response to the recent anti-Semitic 
Incidents in France and the resul- 
tant Jewish protests. 

Executive Chairman Arye 
pulzin, who endorsed the idea at 
last week's plenary meeting of the 
Zionist Executive, said he had his 
own Ideas about whom to send, but 
that a final decision will be taken 
soon. 

Other members of the Executive 
criticised the World Jewish 
Congress, saying that that 
organization should be taking the 
initiative in promoting Jewish self- 
defence and aliya in France and not 


Jews and French officials 
consult on anti-Semitism 


PARIS (UPI). — An overflow 
Jewish congregation returned to the 
Rue Copemic synagogue in Paris on 
Friday, a week after a terrorist 
bomb blast that killed four persons, 
to pray and to reaffirm its deter- 
mination to resist the current out- 
burst of anti-Semitic feelings in 
France. 

Hie services were held at the end 
of a nation-wide sfcries of meetings 
between members of the Jewish 
communtity and representatives of 
the government and various civic 
groups designed to map joint steps 
to guard against anti-Semitic at- 
tacks. 

Communist and Socialist labour 
unions boycotted the meetings held 
in all the 93 French departments, 
claiming President Valery Giscard 
d’estaing had organized them to win 
favour with the Jewish voters for 
the April 1981 presidential election. 

Police officials said, meanwhile, 
there was no letup in the search for 
the perpetrator of the explosion, the 
first time since World War n that 
anti-Semites had sought to kill Jews 
in France out of racial hatred. 


French authorities said they have 
asked most Middle Eastern coun- 
tries to help them Identify the 
foreign tourist who, carrying an ap- 
parently false Cypriot passport, 
was the owner of the motorcycle in 
whose saddlebag was placed the 
powerful bomb used In the syn- 
agogue attack. 

Various witnesses described the 


man as a Middle Eastern Arab of 
about 25 years who purchased the 
motorcycle In a Paris shop with 
U.S. dollars. 

The number of worshippers at 
Rue Oopernlc was so large that 
many could not enter the temple. 
Police forces in bullet-proof vests 
and with sub-mac hinegu ns guarded 
the synagogue and the surrounding 
area. 

Police sharpshooters were posted 
on roofs of adjoining buildings 
many of which, like the synagogue, 
were badly damaged in last week's 
blast. 

Grand Rabbi Jacob Kaplan, Alain 
de Rothschild, president of the' 
representative council of Jewish 
organizations in France, State 
Secretary for Manual Workers 
Lionel Stoleru and representatives 
of Jewish organizations attended 
the services. 

Inside the temple, Jewish self- 
defence volunteers searched 
worshippers for arms to guard | 
against terrorists. The only incident 
occurred when the guards expelled 
a woman, asserting that she j 
quarrelled with persons around 
here. She was not Jewish, they said. 

Paris police explosives experts 
were called in to examine two gar- 
bage cans outside for fear they 
might contain a bomb. 

New York Jewish leader Rabbi 
Alexander Schindler told the con- 
gregation: “The Jews should no 
longer bleed like sheep. They should 
roar like lions." 


Jaffa car bombers used IDF arms, police say 

Suspects sold guns on West Bank

TEL AVTV. — Five members of a 
Jaffa car bombing gang now In 
custody are suspected of a wide 
range of crimes in which they used 
stolen TDF arms, an unmarked 
"police" car and the services of a 
forgery expert, police said yester- 
day. The suspects, all Jews, are 
part of a larger gang which also has 
Arab members, some of them in 
custody. 


The five, all Tel Aviv residents, 
allegedly stole 160 band grenades, 
two sub-machlneguns and a pistol 
while doing reserve army service 
at a number of bases over the past 
18 months. Police have recovered 
the guns, but only 16 grenades. 

Some of the grenades were used 
in a series of Jaffa car bombings 
that have left five dead and IS In- 


jured, police said. 

The gang allegedly used the guns 
in robberies in Israel within the 
“greenllne". later transporting the 
stolen goods to the West Bank for 
sale. They also stole cars for their 
parts which were also sold In the 
West Bank. 

Police said they have impounded 
a stolen white Ford Cortina — 
similar to the model used by under- 
cover detectives — together with a 
stolen two-way radio. 

The gang reportedly used the 
vehicle to get through police 
roadblocks. 

One of the suspects, a forger, 
supplied gang members with false 
identification cards and coupons 
which, police said, were used to 
make large purchases in Shekem 
stores. 

Police said more arrests In the 
case are expected.

TEL AVIV. — It will take oyer 40 
years — instead of five — to rid Tel 
Aviv's residential areas of 
thousands of offices, if the cam- 
paign launched by the municipality 
for this purpose continues at its pre- 
sent pace. 

More than a year after the cam- 
paign was introduced as a solution 
to the city's housing shortage, only 
120 offices reportedly have been 
closed. AJ1 others are operating in 
their original locations. 

Deputy Mayor David Shiftman 
declared in August 1979 that In five 
years some 5,000 offices occupied 
by professionals will be vacated 
from Tel Aviv's residential areas. 
The campaign was intended to 
enhance the quality of life, to 
reduce high rents, to Increase the 
I supply of apartments, and to en- 
courage families to return to the ci- 
ty. .. 

The professional— consisting of 
some 1,600 la.wyera."doctora, den- 
tists, insurance agents, architects 
and accountants — thought 
otherwise. They claimed that they 
supply vital services to residents 
and that their removal would cause 
great inconvenience and harm to 
their clients. It would also affect the 
livelihoods of over 25,000 office per- 
sonnel. 

The municipality offered the 
professionals offices In the 
Yemenite quarter, in the former 
Dvora Hotel, on Rehov Ben 
Yehuda, In Beit Kalka near Fetah 
Tlkva. along Netivel Ayalon, and In 
ground floor and basement 
apartments on Rehov Ibn Gablrol. 

The professionals rejected the 
offers, branding them unrealistic. 
The old Dvora Hotel and Belt Kalka 
have no telephone lines, they said, 
and most other areas were too far 
from their clienteles. 

But the municipality was ada- 
mant. Mayor Shlomo Lahat 
declared that no office would re- 
main in areas designated by city 
engineers as residential, except for 
a few doctors' offices. 

An investigation conducted by 
The Jerusalem Post revealed that 
during 1979, warnings were sent to 
500 office owners instructing them 


to vacate their premises within one I 
month. Legal proceedings were' 
opened against 300 office owners. 
The number of offices actually 
vacated totals 320, according to the 
engineering division. But soma of 
the 120 offices had not been func- 
tioning or were closed already, 
municipal sources revealed. 

’ At this pace, the office removal 
campaign will take over 40 years. 
Instead of the five alloted by the 
municipality. 

“The whole campaign has died 
out,” said attorney Nahinan 
Goldberg, chairman of the 
professionals" emergency com? 
mlttee, which was established to 
combat the campaign. '. 

The committee took the problem 
to the Knesset, where' a special 
committee was appointed ,to ex- 
amine the issue.

Problems apparently arise when 
the Identification tags fall off. One 
burial society member suggested 
that the matter could be solved If 

- the tags were attached to the wrists 
or ankles of the deceased, as is now 
common practice with babies, 
following past mlxups in birth 
wards. .

Nazareth teacher 
to study in Cairo

NAZARETH. — Munir Abu- 
Shakara, a local music teacher, left 
for Cairo last week to become the 
first Israeli citizen to study in 
Egypt since the peace treaty. 

The Al-Anba dally reported that 
Abu-Shakara would stay in Egypt 
for the next three months thanks to 
a scholarship from an Amerlca- 
Israel cultural fund. Egyptian Am- 
bassador Sa’ad Mortada has 
recommended the Israeli teacher to 
several Egyptian Institutes. 

Abu-Shakara is the second 
Israeli Arab to study In Egypt since 
1948. The first was a Christian Arab 
resident of Uslfiya, on Mount 
Carmel. The Egyptian authorities 
In 1975 allowed him to study 
religious subjects at Al-Azhar 
University for one year, granting 
him a visa while he was in the U.S.

for a week 

TEL AVrV lltlm). — The trial of 
three men charged with the murder 
of Amos Orion and Azar Cohen, 
along -with four others accused as 
accessories, was suspended last 
Friday to allow defence lawyers 
and their clients time to read tbe In- 
dictment. It will resume on Friday. 

The first order of business to 
come up is the prosecution’s re- 
quest that all defendants be held In 
custody until the end of the trial. 
Both sides agreed that they would 
continue to be jailed for this week. 

Accused of the murder. In which 
the victims' bodies were found In 
sand dunes near Ashdod, are Tuvla 
Oshri. an alleged leader of the un- 
derworld Kerem Gang, Avner 
Me’oded. and Yisrael Danoch. Also 
named as an accomplice is 
Rahamlm Aharoni, Oshri 'a partner 
in ownership of the Bar-Bakar meat 
factory In Bat Yam, where the 
killings allegedly took place last Ju- 
ly. Aharoni is In hiding outside of 
Israel. Israel police have reported- 
ly asked Interpol to help apprehend 
him. 

The hearing began on Friday, a 
day after charge sheets were filed, 
without the defeyndants present. 
But their lawers demanded that 
they be brought In, and District 
Court Judge Haim Steinberg 
agreed. He also accepted defence 
counsel’s request that chains be 
removed from the arms and legs of 
Oshri and Me'oded. 


Pair ordered detained 
in night club death 

TEL AVIV (Itim). — The 
Magistrates Court here on Friday 
ordered Yosef Zlv and Meir 
Slmhoni. both 20, detained for 20 
days on suspicion of having 
murdered Doron Pilpel in a night 
club here on Wednesday night. 

A witness told Magistrate Miriam 
Porath that the pair had planned to 
kill Pilpel during an altercation in 
the Tiffany’s night club on Rehov 
Sonclno. He said that Zlv stabbed 
Pilpel with a knife that Slmhoni had 
given him. 

Magistrate Porath said in her 
decision that Pilpel had been stabb- 
ed to death for no reason In a place 
of public entertainment while try- 
ing to protect a girl who had been 
attacked. 


SCHOOL STRIKE. — Some 300 Be- 
duln pupils near Klryat Tlvon went 
on strike last week to protest con- 
ditions in their school, with half the 
pupils studying In shacks and tbe 
rest under trees.

The first week of trading In 
shekel-denominated securities saw 
a major rise in the equity market. 
By the end of the week the general 
share index reached a new high at 
246.6 and reflected a weekly gain of 
nearly seven per cent All sectors of 
trading recorded hefty advances, 
but the industrial group stole the 
spotlight with a rise of 24.3 per cent. 

In the past fortnight It has 
become apparent that vast sums of 
money are available for Invest- 
ment, ISl billion, according to one 
estimate. Close to that sum was bid 
for the Maritime Bank of Israel’s 
new issue. Investors were allocated 
leas than 1.7 per cent of their 
orders, and In the first week of 
trading the Maritime ISO. 5 shares 
had risen by a sparkling 156 per 
cent above their issue price. 

H.L.B. Real Estate's new issue 
was also massively over- 
subscribed. with an allocation of 
just over two per cent. The shares 
of the real estate concern will make 
their debut today on the Tel Aviv 
Stock Exchange. 

The massive funds applied to 
these new issues are not being ab- 
sorbed. due to the small allocations, 
and the funds once again Dow into 
the share market. This In turn 
provides support to the market as 
well as the impetus for further 
price gains. 

Elron Electronics Industries an- 
nounced last week that it had com- 


pleted two major private share 
placements. Two British Investors, 
in unrelated transactions, invested 
$ 2 . 5m. In the company's shares. 
Bank Leumi also Invested an ! 
equivalent sum In EH run's shares. 

The purchase of the Elron shares , 
by foreign Investors represents 1 
their vote of confidence in Israel’s 
science-based Industry's present 
capability and future potential. 

Bank Leumi' a Investment does 
not indicate a change of policy in 
which more funds wo'uld be 
directed to investments in local in- 
dustry. 

Elbit, manufacturer of 
sophisticated electronic equipment 
and a member of the Elron group, 
saw its ISO. 5 shares rise by 48 per 
cent last week. The Elron shares 
rose by more than 20 per cent, and 
on Thursday neither Elron nor 
Elbit shares could be traded, as 
they were “buyers only." 

The index-linked bond market, 
after a relatively long period of dor- 
mant prices, resumed its upward 
rise. Gains ranged from 2 to 4 per 
cent. Should the September cost-of- 
living index rise exceed the an- 
ticipated maximum of about 7 per 
cent, it is likely that the index- 
linked bond market will again 
become active. 

The Israeli shekel was devalued 
by some 1.5 per cent in relation to 
the American dollar during the 
week. 


WALL STREET WEEK 


NY financial pundits expect 
interest rates to fall again 


NEW YORK (AP). — If the great 
majority of Wall Street forecasters 
are right, interest rates will be tur- 
ning downward again before long. 

Rates have been fluctuating wild- 
ly all year, and projecting where 
they will jump next has become an 
even more hazardous business than 
usual. 

But that hasn’t daunted many 
analysts from predicting confident- 
ly that recent credit-tightening by 
the Federal Reserve will slow the 
pace of the budding recovery from 
the recession and allow interest 
rates to recede some time in the 
next few months. 

Chairman Walter Wriston of New 
York’s Citicorp, whose Citibank 
subsidiary raised Its prime lending 
rate to 14 per cent early this month, 
said on Friday that he believes 
rates will decline by the end of the 
year. 

Stock market Investors seem a 
little more wary. The Dow Jones 
average of 30 Industrials closed Fri- 


day at 950.68, unchanged from the 
week before. The New York Stock 
Exchange composite index, 
however, gained 0.60 to 70.34, and 
the American Stock Exchange 
market value index was up 8.16 to a 
record high of 348.55. Big Board 
volume averaged 47.01 million 
shares a day. against 45.82 million 
the week before. 

Tbe upsurge in rates since mid- 
summer has hurt many people In 
widely scattered areas of the 
economy. It has brought criticism 
of the banks from U.S. President 
Jimmy Carter and other 
Washington officials. 

It set back the housing industry at 
a time when it was struggling to 
recover from a severe slump, and 
drove mortgage rates back up to 
levels that scrambled many would- 
be homebuyers' plans. 

Wall Street firms which reaped 
big profits from the decline in in- 
terest rates in the second quarter of 
the year found. the going a bit 
tougher in the third quarter. 


Tekoah will continue as president of B-G U. 


BEERSHEBA. — At the closing 
meeting of Ben-Gurion University’s 
board of governors last week. 
Chairman Baron Nathaniel de 
Rothschild announced that Yosef 
Tekoah would continue to serve as 
the institution’s president. 

The baron added that although 
Tekoah may accept a political post 
during 1981, an effort would be 
made to ensure Tekoah’s continued 
connection with the university. 

The board also endorsed the un- 
iversity senate's decision to 
segregate men and women students 
in university dormitories. 


. Until. now^ the dormitories have 
been mixed, with adjacent rooms 
occupied either by male or female 
students. None of the rooms was 
assigned to both men and women. 

Tekoah told The Jerusalem Post 
last night that the decision was ac- 
companied by a proviso that 
students specifically requesting a 
room adjacent to a room occupied 
by a member of the opposite sex, 
would be so accommodated. 

Tekoah said that the implementa- 
tion of the board's decision would 
probably lead to far greater, but not 
complete, segregation on each dor- 
mitory floor. 


Architect sued for IS10,000 maintenance 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — A Tel Aviv 
architect, being sued by his wife for 
ISlO.OOQ a month maintenance, 
appealed to the District Court here 
last week to annul a temporary in- 
junction prohibiting him from 
entering their jointly owned apart- 
ment. 

His wife contends that her hus- 
band bas been living with his mis- 
tress, a well known model (the 
names are being withheld because 
of the nature of the case), and that 
he hap even signed a statement 
declaring her to be his common-law 
wife. The architect told the court, 


however, that he had been living, at 
home, even sleeping there, and that 
relations between him and his wife 
are "correct.” He denied his wife's 
claim that he was supporting, his 
mistress, although he admitted to 
making her pregnant, and promis- 
ing to support their child. 

The husband claims that his wife, 
who he maintains had been living In 
the U.S. from 1976-1979 with another 
man, intends to return shortly to 
the U.S. with their two children. 
Therefore, he told the court, he 
should be allowed to enter his 
home. 


Soviet dissident granted exit visa for a year 


MOSCOW (UPI). — Dissident 
leader and author Lev Kopelev, 
who led the protest when Nobel 
prize winner Andrei Sakharov was 
sent into Internal exile in January, 
has been given an exit visa to go to 
West Germany for a year. • 

The 68-year-old survivor of the 
Stalin labour camps said on Friday 
that he and his wife, Raisa Orlova. 


will leave within a month and that 
he intends to return when the year 
is up. 

Friends expressed their fear that 
Kopelev may not’ be allowed to 
return, although the authorities' 
decision to allow him to leave in the 
first place indicates they are not go- 
ing to include him in the recent 
crackdown on dissidents.

Terror suspect’s home 
demolished in Rafah 

Security forces Friday demolish- 
ed the house of Ahmad Fayeed 
Mustafa Abu Ma’alak, a resident of 
Rafah in the.

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Poll finds Carter gaining slightly 

Carter assails Libya for Gulf War position 


ST. PETERSBURG. Florida. — 
President Jimmy Carter lashed out 
on Friday at Libya for taking sides 
in ihc Persian Gulf War. 

"U is a source of concern (or ua 
because we want to see that conflict 
over," Carter said In a television In- 
terview during an election cam- 
paign tour of the South. 

"Libya Is a radical, terrorist 
regime, and they are unpredic- 
table. They exemplify the threat of 
terrorism throughout the world," 
he said. 

Ironically, It was Mrs. Rosalynn 
Carter’s request to the president’s 
brother. Billy, to contact the Libyan 
government' in an effort to free the 
American hostages in Iran that con- 
tributed to the controversy that 
swirled around the Carter ad- 
ministration much of the summer. 

The president also said. "I don’t 
anticipate the use of any rescue 
operation now. at this time, or in 
the future" to free the American 
hostages. He said that he had no 
idea if a breakthrough would occur 
any time soon. 


Meanwhile, a senior Iranian of- 
ficinl said on Friday that Teheran 
has been making "signals" to 
Washington about improving 
relations and that he was 
"amazed" the U.S. had not 
responded. 

Dr. Ali Shams Ardakanl. the head 
of Iran's delegation to the 35th UN 
General Assembly, told NBC televi- 
sion that the "problem is there is an 
impasse in Iran and we cannot have 
any official relations with the U.S." 

The .remarks by Ardakanl — said 
to be close to Iran's President 
Abolhasaan Ban! -Sadr — contrast 
dramatically with the vilification of 
the U.S. common since the Islamic 
Revolution. 


There. was no Indication that Ar- 
dakanl ’s overtures had the blessing 
of either Banl-Sadr or, more impor- 
tantly, Ayatollah Rufaollafa 
Khomeini. 

."We cannot have any actual 
negotiations, so the problem is it's 
like two guys who speak to each 
other with their eyes and signs and 


so on." Ardakanl said. 

In the election campaign itself, a 
new survey released on Friday 
shows Carter gaining in projected 
electoral votes, but still trailing far 
behind Republican Ronald Reagan. 

The ABO tally showed that 
Reagan Is ahead In 26 states with 
2.14 electoral votes, and Carter 
leads In 13 states that have 136 elec- 
toral votes. Two weeks ago, the sur- 
vey showed Reagan ahead In fl 
states with 255 votes to Carter’s 10 
states and 82 votes. 

A candidate needs 270 electoral 
votes to win the presidency. 

In Washington, Secretary of State 
Edmund Muskie, alluding to 
Reagan’s suggestions for using 
American force abroad, indicated 
yesterday that Reagan's election 
could leave the U.S. "endlessly at 
war all over the globe." 

A Republican presidential vic- 
tory next month, Muskie warned, 
could convert the U.S. into an in- 
terventionist power, much like the 
Soviet Union. 

, "The air is now filled with after- 


the-fact prescriptions of 
belligerence." Muslde said, referr- 
ing to Reagan’s suggestions that 

the use of American military might 
In Iran and Nicaragua could, have 
changed the course of. events In 
those countries.

In attempting to depict Reagan 
as a man who would overreact in a 
crisis, Muskie was using the same 
tactic employed last -month by 
Carter, who said at the time that 
the election bolls down to a choice 
between peace and war. 

Reagan has derided the strategy, 
saying, "I think that to accuse 
anyone of deliberately wanting war 
is beneath decency." 

In a policy statement on Thurs- 
day, a senior Reagan aide said that 
the candidate sees no illegality In 
the West Bank settlements, and 
that support of Israel is "in the ! 
national Interest." 

Richard Allen, Reagan's senior 
foreign policy advisor, made the 
remarks before a group of Jewish 
leaders in Cleveland.

Turkish politicians 
freed from custody 


Transplant immunologists 
win Nobel medicine prize 


ANKARA (UPI). — Turkish 
authorities announced yesterday, 
the release of former prime 
minister Suleyman Demirel and 
Bulent Ecevit, the leader of the left- 
wing Republican People's Party, 
who were taken Into custody after 
the bloodless military coup last 
month. 

Sixty-one of the 38 members of 
parliament held by the army since 
September" 12 also were released 
yesterday, the authorities said. 

Demirel, a member of the right- 
wing Justice Party, and Ecevit, 
were released from protective 
custody at a military base and 
flown to their homes in Ankara, the 
authorities said. 

In new raids against terrorist 
suspects, the police and army 
yesterday arrested 41 alleged-right- 


wing extremists on charges of 
murder and armed robbery, police 
announced. Twenty guns and 2,000 
cartridges were confiscated In the 
raids in Istanbul and other places, 
police said. 

The right-wringers arrested in- 
cluded two men suspected of 
murdering Kemal Turklar, the 
leader of the revolutionary workers 
trade union. 

Authorities said the members of 
parliament released included 42 of 
the 45 members of the left-wing 
Republican. People's Party 
arrested last month, all 18 MPs 
from Demire I' s Justice Party, and 
nine MPs from the ultra-Islamic 
National Salvation Party. 

Those still held included 16 
members of the Nationalist Move- 
ment Party. 


Pope’s remark on ‘adultery in heart 7 
stirs up storm in Italian press 


STOCKHOLM. — Two Americans 
and one Frenchman whose work 
has made organ transplants safer 
as well as helped unravel the 
mysteries of cancer, shared the 
1980 Nobel Prize for Medicine. 

George Davis Snell and Baruj 
Benacerraf of the U.S. and Jean 
Dausset of France were awarded 
the $ 210,000 prize by the Karolinaka 
Institute on Friday for their 
separate work in the field of im- 
munology. 

The 54th and 55th U.S. medicine 
laureates and the seventh French 
winner were cited by the Institute 
for their discoveries concerning 
"genetically determined structures 
on the cell surface that regulate Im- 
munological reactions." 

Knowledge of genetic regulation 
of the body's immune response 
makes It possible, to explain 
people’s differing responses to In- 
fection, the institute said. 

It also helps explain what 
eliminates cancer cells In some cir- 
cumstances but not In others. 


The wrork of Snell and Dausset led 
directly to the modern technique of 
"tissue typing," which ensures 
that a donated organ will be com- 
patible with the body into which it Is 
transplanted and lessens the 
chances of rejection. 

Success with this technique has 
led to some 6,000 kidney transplants 
a year in the U.S., and a smaller but 
growing number of transplants of 
bone marrow, heart and other 
organs. 

Meanwhile, studies by 
Benacerraf and others have proved 
that the same genes involved with 
tissue typing affect whether a per- 
son is likely to get such common, I 
chronic diseases as rheumatoid 
arthritis, multiple sclerosis and 1 
juvenile-onset diabetes. 

Dausset. 63, said on Friday in 
Paris the work done by his group 
and the two American doctors in 
"tissue compatibility" has ex- 
tremely important effects in organ 
transplant and in tbe search for 
ways to combat ailments that at- 
tack cells, such as cancer. (UPI, AP) 


KAMPALA (AP). - Ugandan 

soldiers loyal to ousted President 
Idl Amin have captured at least 
four small towns along Uganda s 
border with Zaire and Sudan In a 
rive-day-old invasion, reliable 
source reported here yesterday. ^ 

Other sources at Kampala s 
Entebbe Airport reported troops 
and weapons are being airlifted in 
from neighbouring Ta nz a ni a, which 
helped Ugandan exiles oust. Idi 
Amin 16 months ago. 

However, there was no confirma- 
tion of Tanzanian support from of- 
ficials of Uganda's riding six-man 
military commission or any indica- 
tion of casualties in the fighting. 

Heavy troop movements were 
reported throughout the night in 
Kampala, > but there was no im- 
mediate indication of any major 
move towards the northern border 
zones where fighting erupted on 
Monday. 

The sources, who have reached 
Kampala from the border zone, 
identified three of the fallen towns 
as Koboko, Amin’s hometown, and 
Ladonga on the Zaire frontier and 
Moyo near the Sudanese border. 

Ugandan Foreign Minister, 
Otema Alilmadi disclosed on Fri- 
day that the attackers overran a 
government military base at Arua, 
district capital of the West Nile 
District that is bordered by both 
Sudan' and Zaire, and captured the 
town. 

Although the Ugandan govern- 
ment has not identified the at- 


tackers as Amin loyalists, the 
sources who are widely ’experienc- 
ed in the border region said they 
were former soldiers in Amin's ar-

Tens of thousands of Amin 
soldiers fled to Zaire .and Sudan 
with much of their equipment, in- 
cluding artillery* when tbe burly 
dictator was ousted,. Amiri fled to 
Libya, but was last repented to be in 
Saudi Arabia. - 

The sources reported that 
tribesmen In the West Nile District 
have joined the . invasion force. 
They said that many of the 
tribesmen are loyal to Amin and hid 
their weapons when the former die-, 
tator's army was', defeated last 
year. 

The • reported invasion followed 
weeks of sporadic violence along 
the borders with Zaire and .Sudan- 
Former Ugandan president Milton 
Obote, who returned from exile in - 
Tanzania last year following 
Amin's ouster, reported last week 
that Amin loyalists had seized 
several border posts. 

The fi ghting escalated as Ugan- 
da, still gripped by polltica .1 
violence In the lingering aftermath 
of Amin's ouster, .began to prepare 
for its first elections since 1962. 

Most observers doubt . whether 
the elections, already postponed 
from September 30 and now 
scheduled for December 10, will 
take place amid the- political un- 
rest.

Cosmonauts return home 
after 6 months in space 


VATICAN CITY (UPI). — Pope 
John Paul’s statement that a man is 
guilty of "adultery in the heart" If 
he looks lustfully at his own wife 
has stirred up a storm in the Italian 
press. 

Most of the comment was hostile. 
One commentator in the Turin La 
Stampa suggested that the pope 
was confusing "eroticism with 
hedonism” and appeared to be ad- 
vocating castration for Catholic 
males. 

Pla Candinas, a leading Italian 
feminist, quipped -In the Rome* 
newspaper n Messaggero, "by- 
making that statement, the pope is 
trying to make Italy’s abortion law 
useless by stopping conception 
altogether. 

But on the other side, writers 
such as Alberto Virgilio in the pro- 
Catholic Rome newspaper IL Tem- 
po said yesterday that the critics 


were "off the beam," because they 
had taken the pope's statement out 
of the context of the whole speech 
which the pope had made to 10.000 
tourists and pilgrims who attended 
his weekly audience In St. Peter's 
Square on Wednesday. 

The pope's remark that raised 
the controversy was as follows: 
"Adultery in the heart is committed 
not only because a man looks in a 
certain way at a woman who is not 
his wife, but precisely because he Is 
looking at a woman that way. Even 
if he were to look that way at the 
woman who is his wife,- he would be 
committing the same adultery in- 
the heart." 

His statement carried particular 
significance at a time when the fifth 
world synod of bishops Is meeting In 
the Vatican to discuss the impact of 
modern life and changing sexual 
mores on the Christian family. 


New Italian coalition formed 


MOSCOW (Reuter) . — Cosmonauts 
Leonid Popov and Valery Ryumin 
returned safely to Earth yesterday 
to a heroes' welcome In the Soviet 
Union after setting a space en- 
durance record of just under 185 
days. 

Their Soyuz-37 space capsule 
parachuted them to Earth on the 
Central Asian steppe after a mis- 
sion which began on April 9. 

Within hours of landing, the 
Soviet news agency Tass an- 
nounced that Popov, the 35-year-old 
mission commander, had been 
made a Hero of the Soviet Union, 
the country’s highest award. 

The title was awarded for the se- 


cond time to 4l-year-old Ryumin, 
veteran of the previous record 
flight last year of 175 days. 

Tass gave no detailed account of 
their physical condition after the 
gruelling six months in space; but 
said a medical examination at the 
landing point in Soviet Kazakhstan 
showed they had stood up well to 
their long stay in weightless con- 
ditions. 

Soviet television did not show the 
cosmonauts immediately after 
their return as they did Ryumin and 
commander Vladimir Lyakhov last 
year, when both men had difficulty 
walking and speaking. .

ROME (Reuter). — Italian Prime 
Minister-designate Aroaldo Forlani 
indicated yesterday that he had 
succeeded In putting together a new 
government. 

Forlani, a Christian Democrat, 
spoke after briefing President San- 
dro Peril ni on the progress he had 
made in the nine days since he was 
given the task of trying to form the 
country's 40th government since 
World War II. 

"In consultation with tfae 
parliamentary parties and groups, 
the possibility has emerged of con- 
structing a coalition between the 
Christian Democrats, Socialists, 
Republicans and Social 
Democrats." he told reporters. 

The first three took part In the 
government headed by Francesco 
Cosaiga that fell on September 27. 


The Social Democrats, who com- 
mand 20 seats in parliament, last 
week announced a parliamentary 
pact with the Socialists. 

The Communist leader, -Enrico 
Berllnguer, said yesterday it was 
too early to say whether this party 
would be less severe towards such a 
grouping than it was towards the 
previous one. 

Forlani hinted, that more time 
might be needed' before a formal 
announcement; saying there was 
stUT''hope of bringing the small . 
Liberal Party into the coalition.

RABAT (Reuter). — King Hassan 
of Morocco has decided to arm the 
civilian population of three 
provinces bordering Algeria, 
following an attack on Thursday by 
Algerian-backed Poliaario front 
guerrillas on a frontier outpost in 
undisputed territory. 

Officials said the king personally 
distributed weapons to members of 
delegations from the provinces of 
Guelmim, Tata and Quarzazate at a 
cererrtony In his Rabat palace Fri- 
day. 

Thursday's attack was on the 
frontier^ post of M'hamid In Quar- 
zazate province. About 500 
Polisario guerrillas, who are 
fighting for the independence of the 
Western Sahara, took part. 

A communique said the attackers ! 
were driven off and were being pur- | 
sued towards their main bases in j 
the Tindouf area of Algeria.

A specialist in plant diseases and 
natural resource science, Peng was 
involved with scientists who 
developed China's first atomic 
bomb and tested it in 1964, the 
newspaper said. 


The younger Deng, now studying 
in the U.S.. was at one time a stu- 
dent of Peng's.

LIMERICK, Ireland (AP). — 
Bridget Rose Dugdale, English

The account was based on a letter 
reported to have been written by 
Chou to Peng's wife in China.

Egypt's exit from the military 
confrontation left Syria, Jordan 
and Yasser Arafat's Palestinian 
terrorists in southern Lebanon at a 
dangerous military disadvantage 
against Israel. 

Assad has since been trying to get 
the Arab oil nations to financially 
back a massive armament cam- 
paign that would help Syria achieve 
military parity with Israel. But they 
have been .reluctant to' go along, 
although they an opposed the U.S.- 
sponsored Camp David accords that 
mothered the Egyptian- Israeli 
peace treaty. 

Moscow capitalized on Assad’s 
discontent with fellow Arabs. 

Word has leaked out about a 
Soviet offer to write off a debt 
equivalent to four billion dollars 
that Syria accumulated by Soviet 
arms purchases since the 1987 Mid- 
dle Ehat war if the treaty is signed. 

■ The Kremlin wants a stronghold 
in Syria to make up for the loss of 
Egypt and a strain with Iraq follow- 
ing a 1979 crackdown on the Iraqi 
communist party, diplomats here 
say. 

Assad has long been at odds with 
Iraqi President Saddam Hussein 
because of an ideological feud 
between their rival wings of the 
Ba’ath party. 

The Syrian leader claims Iraq 
trained, and -financed terrorists of 
the outlawed Moslem Brotherhood 
In an 18-month campaign of bomb- 
ings and political assass inations 
against the Syrian government. 

So Assad probably feels the treaty 
with the Soviet Union would also 
strengthen his domestic position in 
the current make-or-break confron- 
tation. with the fundamentalist un- 
derground movement. 

Diplomatic informants say oil 
nations of the Arab world are not 
likely to cut off their regular sub- 
sidies to Syria after signing the 
treaty. They did not do so when 
Egypt concluded the 1971 treaty. 

But even if they did, Assad is 
assured of an alternative. His re- 
cent agreement to merge Syria and 
Libya into a single state prompted 
Libyan leader Munmmjn- Gaddafi 
to' give Syria an immediate, grant 
equivalent to 1.8 billion dollars. 

Well-Informed sources in 
Damascus —ftt 600 million dollars 
went to the Syrian treasury to ease 
the ' nation'* financial strain. One 
billion was made as a down pay- 
ment for future Syrian arms 
purchases from, the Soviet Union.

Inside Syria, the union comes as a 
morale booster for Assad at a time 
when Us regime has: been under 
violent attack from the Moslem 
Brotherhood and other opponents 
and has been holding its position by 
the ruthless use of force. 

That Gaddafi, the devout Sunni 
ruler of & mostly Sunni or orthodox 
Moslem country, hails Assad 
. publicly as a “hero” gives Assad ah 
answer to the Sunni majority in 
Syria -who attack his regime for be- . 
ingtoo secular or too dominated by 
the Alawites, a heretical Moslem 
minority identified with the Shia 
sect of Islam. - 

Both Libya and Syria- claim to 
have forms of socialist government 
but there Is a wide gulf between the 
tightly-knit Baathist party system 
in Syria and Gaddafi's sprawling 
hew system of "People’s Com- 
mittees" ostensibly taking over all 
government functions -L though in ' 
practice in both countries the leader 
and his security forces have the last 
ward. 

fa Libya as well as Syria, the past' 


year has seen the growth of 
-domestic opposition and suppres- 
sion with numerous political arrests 
and some executions. The Libyan 
discontent appears to have , arisen 
chiefly in the army and among 
businessmen after the failure of ex- 
ternal military adventures, such as 
that in Uganda, and the nationalisa- 
tion of private retail business. 

Ideologically both Gaddafi and 
Aaaad are committed pan-Arabists. 
Both Syria and Libya have been in- 
volved in several of the previous un- 
successful efforts to create Arab 
political unions — the Syrian capital 
of Damascus cherishes its title of 
the “throbbing heart of Arabiam,’ 
and Gaddafi considers himself a 
disciple and heir of the late Presi- 
dent Nasser, Egypt’s pan- Arab 
leader who died 10 years ago. 

Both leaders must be aware that 
mare than Ideals and aspirations 
are needed to make an effective -un- 
ion, especially between two coun- 
tries miles apart. They have both 
had recent reminders of how soon 
hopes can fade — in the failure of 
Libya’s union with Egypt, in 1971, 
ilow transformd into open hostility 
and armed confrontation on the 
borders; and in last year's pro- 
jected union between Syria and 
Iraq, now already dissolved into

Why the Iraqis 
went to war 


By ROBERT STEPHENS 
LONDON. — Like Greeks and 
Turks, and Teutons and Slavs, 
the Arabs and Persians are old 
enemies as well as old friends 
and neighbours. 

Memories of ancient con- 
quests and massacres are 
sustained by the religious 
difference between the Persian 
Shla Moslems and the 
predominantly Sunni Moslem 
Arabs. 

It was the Arab Invasion of 
Iran In the seventh century 
which converted the Persians to 
Islam, but long before that the 
Persians were imperial con- 
querors in what are now Arab 
lands. 

So the Shah was in an old Ira- 
nian tradition when, fa 1971 as 
the British finally withdrew 
their military presence from the 
Gulf, he proclaimed Iran to be 
the dominant power in the 
region and called on the Arab 
states of the Gulf to accept his 
hegemony. 

Using Iran’s local military 
superiority and with the secret 
blessing of the retiring British. * 
the Shah seized three Arab 
islands near the Strait of Hor- 
muz at the entrance to the Gulf. 
He later sent a brigade of Ira- 
nian troops to help the Arab 
Sultan of Oman quell the Dhofar 
separatist rebellion. 

With American encourage- 
ment, he gave military backing 
to the Kurdish rebellion in Iraq 
against the Soviet-armed 
Baathist regime In Baghdad. 
Then In 1975, fa return for aban- 
doning the Kurds to their defeat, 
the Shah extracted from Iraq an 
acceptance of Iran’s claim to 
control over half of the Shaat &1- 
Arab waterway between the two 
countries. 

But he failed to persuade the 
Arab states of the Gulf to join 
him in a local military security 
pact. The Arab rulers were 
suspicious of arrangements 
which could legitimise any Ira- 
nian intervention on the Arab 
shore of the Gulf in the name of 
countering subversion. 

The end of the Kurdish war 
and the big increase fa world oil 
prices enabled the Iraqi 
leadership to devote more 
energy and more money to 
economic development and 
building the country's military 
strength. Revolutionary am- 
bitions fa the Gulf states were at 
least temporarily foresworn. 

Instead Iraq called on the ex- 
isting Arab Gulf rulers to con- 
centrate on preserving the Arab 
character of their states. 
Despite a 1971 treaty of 
friendship with the Soviet 
Union, the Iraqi Communists 
were crushed and Iraq tilted 
more westward for trade and 
arms. 

The Islamic revolution in Iran 
and the split between Egypt and 
its Arab partners over the Camp 


David peace proposals created a 
new strategic and political 
balance in the Middle East. 
Iraq, for long the odd man out, 
unexpectedly held a pivotal 
position. 

With the temporary 
revolutionary paralysis of 
Iran’s armed forces. Iraq 
emerged more clearly as the 
moat powerful state In the Gulf. 
By i960 it was in a position to 
reverse the earlier gains made 
by the Shah and establish a new 
local balance of power. And this 
Is what President Saddam Hus- 
sein has been trying to do. 

During the first year of the 
Iranian revolution, however. It 
looked as if there might be 
peaceful coexistence between 
Khomeini and the Iraqi regime 
based on International non- 
alignment. Several 

developments precipitated a 
clash leading to war; the grow- 
ing weakness of Iran; the 
ruthless Iranian suppression of 
the Arab autonomy movement 
In Khuzestan or “Arablstan":' 
and the encouragement by 
Khomeini of opposition and 
terrorism in Iraq by elements 
from the Shla who form a ma- 
jority of the Moslem Arabs of 
Iraq. 

Iraq’s equally ruthless 
crushing of Shla and other op- 
position — with hundreds of ex- 
ecutions — and the reciprocal 
encouragement of Kurdish 
rebellion in Iran further strain- 
ed relations. 

Military skirmishes and 
guerrilla operations developed 
along the frontier. The decisive 
step towards war was taken 
with Iraq’s denunciation of the 
1975 agreement on the Shatt al- 
Arab. In a speech to the new 
Iraq National Assembly, Sad- 
dam Hussein alleged that Iran 
had not implemented the agree- 
ment fully. It had not withdrawn 
its force from disputed border 
areas further north. 

Territorially Iraq’s war aims 
appear limited. The main goals 
are the reversion to Iraq of full 
control over the Shatt al-Arab 
and of 200 square miles Of 
border territory ceded fa the 
1975 agreement. They 'might 
also include the restoration of 
Arab sovereignty over the three 
small Islands seized by Iran at 
the entrance to the Gulf — Abu 
Musa and the Great and Lesser 
Tumbs. _ 

The political aims of Iraq are 
broader. It wants to play a domi- 
nant role fa both the leadership 
of the Arab world and fa & new 
balance of .power in the Gulf. It . 
may also be aiming at a more 
difficult target — the overthrow 
of the Khomeini regime and the 
end of the Islamic revolution 
which has inspired increasing 
fear among both the Arab rulers 
of the Gulf and Arabia and their 
secular radical opponents.

Islands of secret 


DUBAI. — When Iraq an- 
nounced it would expect Iran to 
return the long-disputed Gulf 
islands of the Greater and 
Lesser Tumbs and Abu Musa to 
the United Arab Emirates, it 
came as no surprise — no more 
of a surprise than the deafening 
silence with which the UAE 
government In Abu Dhabi 
greeted the news. 

The three islands have been 
disputed territory for 160 years. 
The Greater and Lesser Tumb 
islands lie just inside the Strait 
of Hormuz and were taken from 
the emirate of Raa al -Khaim ah 
on SO November, 197l, the last 
day of British protection, by the 
forces of the late Shah. Hie 
Islands* Arab inhabitants were 
expelled. Britain’s failure to 
take strong action against the 
Shah was condemned 
throughout the Arab world, and 
in Libya and Iraq British assets 
were seized fa retaliation. 

The Tumbs are some 90 
kilometers from Ras al- 
Khaimah and about 30km from 
. the Iranian mainland. There Is 
an evident military presence 
and close Inspection is dis- 
couraged by IraniAn gunboats, 
which quickly appear If any 
.vessels move inquisitively close 
to them. It is difficult to know 
precisely what the Iranians have 
done during their nine years’ oc- 
cupation but there are now con- 
crete jetties there. 

Half of Abu Musa was oc- 


cupied by Iranian forces after an 
agreement between the Shah's 
government and Sharjah 
Emirate in 1971. The late Shah, 
declaring that he had abandoned 
all claims to Bahrain, claimed 
he should have the Tumb islands 
and Abu Musa as compensation. 

The 1971 agreement — due to 
Sharjah's economic needs as 
much as the threat of Iranian 
military power — laid down that 
Iran would provide development 
aid for Sharjah until sufficient 
oil was raised from the 
Emirate's Mubarak oil field. 
After that, it was agreed, the 
emirate would share its oil 
revenue with Iran. 

As part of the agreement, 
Sharjah allowed Iranian forces 
to occupy half the island. This is 
still the situation with half the 
Sharjah oil revenue going to Iran 
and Iranian troops still oc- 
cupying half of the two- mile-long 
Island, which lies 60km- off the 
Sharjah coast. 

The Sharjah end of the island 
is occupied by about 500 Arabs, 
mostly fishermen, living in 
cheap government housing, and 
boasts a police station and a 
helicopter launching pad. 

The Iraqi demand that the 
return of the islands must be 
part of any settlement between 
Baghdad and Tehran is clearly 
an embarrassment to the UAE 
government, even though ' the 
emirates may welcome the idea 
to private. (LOS)

■■'W would have preferred an 
.itfripultiirul settlement, but there 
affain we understood one of the 
problems was the high amount of in- 
_ vestment that would be required for 
such a large community. And 1^ 
uVsn't our intention to cause any 

. undue hardship upon Israel or the 
eltizens. So what happened Is that 
they decided to establish more of a 
village, bui to give us a little piece 
nf land to allow us to express 
ourselves in organic farming, and 
this wc can understand and even 
this we accepted." 

Proudly Carter adds that in his 
report. Glass "completely ex- 
onerated " the cult of charges, first 
reported by The Jerusalem Post in 
January. 1978. of mysterious dis- 
appearances. imprisonment of 
those who defy group laws, 
boaLings. child abuse, and confisca- 
tion of passports. 

tin actuality Glass writes that 
after interviewing one Black 
Hebrew woman imprisoned in Neve 
Tirza, and two of the Black 
Hebrews’ Jewish neighbours, "the 
Committee Is unable to decide if 
there Is any truth In the ac- 
cusations." To this he adds, as a 
footnote, that an ex-cult member in 
New York spoke of a "regime of 
fear and terror" and described the 
Black Hebrews' long-term goal as 
"carrying out many evil deeds like- 


ly in cause injury to Israel, its 
character and independence.") 

Nonetheless. Carter Insisted that 
"all of these things were thoroughly 
investigated and were found not to 
be true, entirely without basis." He 
then generously went on to say that 
If there is indeed a police report 
which lists individuals with 
criminal background living in the 
community, he is all for “giving 
them a chance to leave." 

"I would like to say that because 
someone has stolen some uranium 
from some French ships is not a 
reason for everyone to declare that 
the Jewish race is a race of war 
mongrers,"‘he stated. "If there are 
individuals of criminal background 
they should state this and refer to 
them as criminals and not to the en- 
tire community. They are judging 
us. I see them using the same tac- 
tics against us that they were using 
against Jews In Germany preceding 
and after the Second World War. 
First of all character assassination, 
making it look like we are a threat 
to this and a threat to that. I bear 
the same things that they used 
against you when they began to ac- 
tually go into the Holocaust. I saw 
them present the list of the 
criminals. We can sit down and I 
believe work out something." 

What Carter does not say, of 
course, is that all of the cult 
members have taken new names 
and destroyed as many links to their 
past lives as possible. Identifying a 



Black Hebrew women. 
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particular cult member, unless he 
or she has been arrested for com- 
mitting a crime locally, is virtually 
Impossible. 

As another example of the cult’s 
willingness to meet the government 
"half way" If it results in a settle- 
ment and permanent residence is 
Carter's Arm pledge to stop bring- 
ing in new recruits. Although "it is 
forbidden to number ourselves," 
Carter currently admits to having 
as many as 1,400 followers living In 
Israel — the same population count 
he gave one and a half years ago. 
Jews in Arad and Oimona, who in- 
sist new members regularly arrive. 


estimate the Black Hebrew popula- 
tion as approximately 2,000. 

“I wholeheartedly agreed that on 
the beginning of the government 
applying the (Glass) recommen- 
dations, showing the community 
some good will, we would not allow 
anyone else to join us. Natan infant, 
not a tot, not a brother or sister. 
That point would be the cut-off," 
Carter said. 

"I never said anything about 
bringing tens of thousands of Black 
Hebrews to Israel, not once In any 
Interview have I ever stated th a t. 
Possibly my spokesmen did. But I 
never bad any Intention of bringing 


them. First of all there aren’t any 
tens of thousands of Black 
American Israelites that desire to 
come, secondly we have no ways or 
means of bringing them here. That 
would certainly have to be an act of 
God Almighty.” 

Instead, the mesaiah plana to 
search locally for new souls to save. 
On that sensitive subject, so hear 
and dear to the hearts of the 
National Religious Parly of which 
both Glass and Burg are members, 
Carter offers no olive branches. 

"We won't convert. If they are 
already Israelites, there la no 
matter of conversion,- just a matter 


of turning from a path that leads 
unto death to a path that turns into 
light. I don’t, think that Burg -®J- 
Glass, being men of religion, would 
ask us not to go out and try to con- 
vince Israelis that our path is. the 
correct one. I feel that what wc are 
saying needs to be heard thoroughly 
and investigated. When there is a 
closer relationship between us 
the Israeli people, there will be a 
desire' on behalf of them to allow 
what we are saying to be put to-tne 

test and given a chance, “ he said. 

."There may be already a dozen 
Jewish people from all over Israel 
who are sympathetic to us- They are 
not living here in Dimona, but we 
would consider them part of the 
community." • 

During almost two years- it 
took Glass to prepare his report. 
Carter and the cult were un- 
characteristically quiet and 
restrained. They adhered strictly to 
the agreement made with members 
of the American Jewish community 
to "refrain from critical comment 
in the media," though their attack 
on Israel continues In other- forms. 
Since the report was presented, 
they have acted like: model citizens 
and made numerous pro-Israeli 
statements. What will happen If 
Burg, rejects Glass* recommen- 
dations? 

Carter Is confident that a solution 
is in the offing. 

"The pressures now. are so in-

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The Rabin challenge 


IT WOULD be a vast exaggeration to assert that the country has 
been awaiting Yitzhak Babin's formal decision to throw his hat 
in the ring for the Labour Party leadership and his candidacy 
for the premiership with bated breath. 

Now that Rabin has taken the plunge it should, however, be 
clearly stated that the mounting of such a challenge to Shimon 
Peres! Is entirely legitimate. For what more appropriate time Is 
there for such a race than in conjunction with the convening of 
the party's quadrennial national convention? 

This is all the more true in view of the fact that the convention 
will represent many new members who have Joined Labour 
since its 1977 defeat at the hands of the Likud in the expectation 
of taking part In fielding a new Labour in the next elections. 

The less than mass enthusiasm accompanying the announce- 
ment of the Rabin candidacy is a reminder of the fact that when 
those supporting him today decided to mount their challenge to 
the Peres leadership at the beginning of the year they passed 
over the former prime minister and chose instead the Late Yigal 
Allon. 

That choice, with which Rabin concurred at the time, was to a 
large extent a comment on the lacklustre nature of the three- 
year Rabin premiership and on his disastrous inability to 
assume the mantle of party leader. 

Be that as it may, the choice between Peres and Rabin Is a 
matter for the Labour Party to make. But the country has i 
right to expect some clear talk from both men on two matters. 

The most disastrous aspect of the last Labour government 
was the poisonous relationship between Prime Minister Rabin 
and Defence Minister Peres. It is essential that the Labour Par- 
ty guarantee that it will not propose a government that will 
again include both men, which can only lead to paralysis at a 
time of growing troubles for Israel, both on the international 
and the domestic fronts. 

Since neither of the two candidates has proven himself to he 
an electrifying leader, the electorate has a right to know what 
leadership team Labour will propose to challenge the Likud. 
Internal party and personal considerations may temporarily 
militate against the naming of such a shadow cabinet at the pre- 
sent time. But It la the least that the electorate has a right to de- 
mand immediately upon the resolution of the race for the par 
ty's leadership. 


F in bagrut 


HUNDREDS of high school graduates will this year miss 
months, and perhaps a full year, of university due to the 
breakdown of the system under which bagrut (matriculation) 
exams are marked. 

Thousands who graduated from high schools in 1978, 1979 and 
1980 have not yet received all their bagrut marks; and all those 
who completed high school since the summer of 1977 — more 
than 50,000 pupils — have not yet received their official 
matriculation certificates. 

Academic authorities recently warned 'that if this situation 
continues, the universities will he forced to introduce inter- 
nal examinations of their own for applicants, by-passing the 
bagrut system. 

The Education Ministry's Examinations Department has 
accepted the blame, but has attributed the delays to its own slow 
adaptation to the liberalized bagrut system, introduced in 1977, 
which allows high-school pupils to choose from among 500 
different exam topics. 

The public's indignation at this state of ELffairs has been 
blunted by the fact that a two- or three-year delay normally 
separates graduation from high school and enrolment in univer- 
sity, because of Army service. This of course does not apply to 
the significant numbers of draft-exempt religious girls, han- 
dicapped, and Arabs (not to speak of those who fail some sub- 
ject and must take a make-up exam to qualify for a diploma) 
who need their marks immediately but are still unable to obtain 
them. 

Growing criticism, however, has at last forced the ministry's 
hand. Last week it announced that its officials were considering 
decentralizing the bagrut marking and processing system. 
This would leave the testing, marking, compilation of marks 
and allocation of the certificate to the individual schools rather 
than making each stage a shuttle between ministry and school 
as is the the case today. 

A reform of the system is clearly overdue. It should also weed 
out over-eager examiners who dispense marks after the most 
cursory reading of papers ■— and put a stop to the apparently 
widespread, though rarely admitted, practice of teacher- 
monitors helping their own students during examinations. 

Decentralization may Indeed be the only way out of the bagrut 
morass. But for it to work with a minimal assurance of 
academic credibility the Ministry must take stringent measures 
to combat the natural tendencies of many school administrators 
to use the opportunity to upgrade their schools' averages in the 
exams.

TWO THERMAL power stations 
polluting the famous white marble 
Taj Mahal will be shut down by next 
year, a senior Indian government 
official said recently.

"HAD THE Democratic Movement 
for Change ( DMC) refrained from 
joining the Begin government and 
stayed out of office, it could have 
doubled Its vote in the coming elec- 
tions." That's the opinion of Amnon 
Rubinstein^ head of Shlnui, which 
split off from the DMC and returned 
to the opposition in good time. 

The DMC got 200,000 votes In 1977. 
It was the party's first appearance 
at the polls. One person in eight 
voted for the new centre, group. 
There was a widespread disillusion- 
ment with the two traditional power 
blocs of left and right. 

Three years have passed, and the 
feeling of dissatisfaction has not 
been dissipated. After Be gin's In- 
itial success in making peace with 
Egypt, the grand Likud coalition 
turned out to be a damp squib. 

Labour remains riven by a sterile 
feud between Peres and Rabin, that 
has been gravely damaging the 
work of the Alignment since the for- 
mation of Rabin's cabinet in 1974. 

The stalemate at both extremes 
would surely pave the way for a 
resounding victory by the DMC In 
the middle — if the DMC still ex- . 
luted. Its collapse has had wide 
repercussions, according to former 
Knesset member S.Z. Abramov. 
The failure of this first attempt at 
political change has destroyed, he 
thinks, all possibility of creating 
configuration at the centre in the 
immediate future. 

He belongs to the Liberals, who 
are members of the Likud — but he 
wishes they were not. Abramov 
believes In a middle option. Inspired 
by truly liberal (small “1") ideals. 
The chances of that at the moment 
are nil, he fears. The DMCs failure 
has glued the liberals to their right- 
wing partner. He rut. "The elec- 
torate lives under the trauma of the 
DMC's collapse. Yigael Tadin (Its 
chief) has murdered a beautiful 
aspiration," he says. 

Israel Peled, veteran mayor of 
Raraat Gan and another 
recalcitrant Liberal, thinks the 
same. "Many hoped for a third 
force, an alternative to He rut and 
Labour. The DMC buried it. They 
could have Influenced the course of 
Israel’s history, but fluffed their op- 
portunity." 

Where, then, is the floating vote 
likely to go in the coming 
parliamentary elections, this time 
next year? 


Israeli voters seeking an option at the centre of the 
political spectrum are unlikely to find what they have m 

mind, says DAVID KRIVTNE 


THE BID TO CREATE a single cen- 
tre party started a long time ago. 
Moshe Kol, of the Independent 
Liberal Party (ILP), former 
minister of tourism, recalls: "In 
1961 the ILP, then called the 
Progressives, fought the elections 
on a common slate with the 
Liberals, then called the General 
Zionists. The name of the new list 
was the United Liberal Party. 

"We had six seats, they had eight, 
together 14. Jointly, we won 17 at 
the polls. Ben-Gurion wanted us in 
the government, but Ahdut Ha- 
Avoda would not-countenance it. So 
we found ourselves on the other side 
of the house. B-G warned that if the 
Liberals did not go with Labour, 
they would go with Herut. 

"Which is precisely what happen- 
ed. The General Zionists joined with 
Herut to form Gahal, in I960. We 
refused, and the short-lived United 
Liberals dissolved. It was a pity," 
Moshe Kol believes. "Rafi had

broken away from Labour, and won 
10 seats. Together we could have 
made a strong centz-e party." 

Abramov takes up the story 
where Kol left off. "When we united 
with Herut, our eyes were on 
domestic affairs. We aimed to in- 
troduce a genuinely liberal 
economic regime. Israel was in 
those days stuck behind her 1949 
borders, and the subject of 
territories was not on the agenda. 

"Herut wanted all the same to In- 
troduce a clause. In the agreement 
setting up Gahal, about the need to 
restore fhe historic frontiers of 
Eretz Ylsrael. We refused. They 
suggested a milder version, that the 
right of the Jewish people to the 
whole of Erets: Ylsrael should not be 
called In question. We wouldn't 
swallow that either. 

"In the end they fell back on a 
compromise phrase, to the effect 
that Herut declares that the right of 
the Jewish people, etc. Not Gahal, 
but Herut. We could not object to 
their stating their position. 

"‘ C ame- tl ie Six Day War, and that 
changed everything. Gahal adopted 
enthusiastically the Herut formula 
about territories that the Liberals 
had previously rejected. I voted 
against," Abramov observes. 
Whereupon the Liberal party ceas- 
ed in his view to be truly liberal. 

He recites their most recent 
derelictions. "They supported the 
Likud's -anti-mission law. That's not 
liberal. The government abolished 
extradition: the Jew must be tried 
in Israel even U His crime was com- 
mitted overseas. We have here a 
relic of the old thoroughly illiberal 
ghetto view dividing the world Into 
Jews and goj/im. The Liberals voted 
for it. 

"The recently enacted Chief Rab- 
binate Law transfers the licensing 
of marriages etc. from the civil 
authority (the Ministry of Religious 
Affairs) to the rabbinate." A 
theocratic measure, he asserts. 
“The party has done*nothlng in the 
last three years to which one can af- 
fix the tab ‘liberal'." 


LIBERALISM is the theme round 
which a central party should be 
built. Cannot the Liberal party be 
detached from the Likud to form the 
kernel of a new political formation? 
"Not a chance,” he aaya. "The 
Liberals are today an appendage of 
Herut. Whatever vote goes to Begin, 
they get a fixed percentage of the 
seat a. 

"They don't need to recruit 
membership. They receive money 
under the Party Finance Law in ac- 
cordance with the number of 
Knesset members they have, which 
again Is determined by the number 
of voters plumbing (primarily) for 
Begin." Why should they leave such 
a secure and benign coalition? 

Dr. Peled shares Abramov’s 
pessimism about the Liberals. 
"Three possibilities lie ahead,' ' he 
broods. "One is that the right- 
wingers in Herut break off and join 
Tehlya. In that case the Likud could 
become a moderate centre party. 
But that will not happen as long as 
Begin heads the list. 

"The second possibility Is that the

Sir. — Your TV reviewer, Mr. 
Philip Gil Ion. cannot be praised 
highly enough for the opinion he ex- 
presses on September 26 about TV 
commercials. Including the "ser- 
vice shows." 

TV and radio ads carry an ele- 
ment of compulsion. You can read 
or skip the advertisements In the 
paper. In the street and on 
billboards. Not so on the air: the 
listener or viewer is compelled to 
follow the commercials In order not 
to miss the continuation of the 
programme. 

I don't think we can abolish com- 
mercials in the near future: there 
are large financial Interests In- 
volved in this silly, childish stuff.

On 
the other hand, young listeners and 
the less sophisticated ones are 
tempted to believe, that these inane 
ditties are music, i.e. a form of art. 
Is this education? 

So If we are compelled to have 
this electronic publicity, let it be 
performed at least in a normal 
reading voice, without hysterics 
and without jingles.

Likud's uneasy coalition falls to 
pieces over the distribution of 
Knesset seats. There are 
rumblings. Ylgael Hurvitz’s Rafi 
party feels hard done by and wants 
more representation. Herut thinks 
that support for the Liberals has 
dropped, and the 60/40 formula (60 
per cent to Herut. 40 per cent to the 
Liberals) favours the Liberals too 
much. 

"These disputes will emerge 
when the list of Knesset candidates 
is drawn up for the next elections. 
Should It come to a split, the way 
might be opened for the constitution 
of a new centre coalition. ‘ But the 
break-up would be too close to 
polUng-ttme, and could not in- 
fluence the outcome. 

"The third possibility a con- 
tinuation of the status quo; which Is 
the worst of the three choices," ac- 
cording to Peled. 

The multitude of Intelligent lost 
souls scattered between the two 
political poles could nevertheless be 
galvanized and coalesced — if .an 
outstanding personality offered his 
leadership. But there is no one. 

« Moshe Dayan? Not in the running. 
Ezer Weizman? 

Ezer would do, Peled thinks, ex- 
cept that the eyes of the former 
defence minister are cast 
elsewhere. He is looking to succeed 
Begin in Herut; and he won't make 
it, Peled predicts. The party 
bureaucrats will see to that. They 
do not like lone wolves. In- 
dividualists who resign, ministers 
who defy the party line. "They'll 
choose Yitzhak Shamir," he says. 

Where does that leave Weizman? 
The Ram at Gan mayor raises his 
shoulders. ‘-The longer Ezer keeps 
quiet" (as a potential third-force 
leader), "the less his chances." 

Yet the challenge is there, and the 
target is not an impossible one, says 1 
Peled; "What we need is a govern- 
ment under the control of Likud or 
Labour, but with a strong partner in 
the middle to hold the balance. Not 
the National Religious Party, which 
is strong all right but only In its own 
interests." 

He means that the NRP has no 
policy, other than on religious 
Issues. Moshe Kol agrees only In 
part. That used to be the case, he 
says, but no longer today. Under the 
influence of Gush Emunim the NRP 
has moved to the right, which 
makes it positively dangerous. 

"I’m not against the NRP," he 
says. "I'm against their holding the' 
balance. They are doing that right 
now, and I fear they will go on doing 
it after the elections. Labour will 
probably win, but without an ab- 
solute majority. For lack of another 
sizeable coalition partner, it will de- 
pend on NRP support." 


A RESPECTABLE CENTRE party 
does exist: Professor Rubinstein's 
Shlnui faction. It nurses thoroughly 
liberal, thoroughly enlightened 
Ideas, and when it belonged to the 
DMC would not compromise on 
them. Yadin thought that a party 
must not only have principles, It 
must also govern. By being In the 
administration, ft could Influence 


policy. SbJnui disagreed, and seced- 
ed. The rump, calling Itself the 
Democratic List, stayed In. 

The trouble Is that. it. did not in- 
~ flijenc e policy, other than" marginal- 
ly. and its popularity has 
plummeted. *"1716 DMC had started 
in the opposition," Rubinstein 
recalls. "When the Likud was first 
presented to the Knesset, Labour 
moved a "vote of no-confidence and 
we, that la, the DMC. supported it. J 
myself did not think we should vote 

■ with Labour on this motion; I main- 
tained that the Likud should be 
given a chance. I was even ready 
that we should join the cabinet, but 
on our terms, not Begin's.” 

Shinui in opposition shrank to 
three members, were later joined 

■ by three more, making six. That 
still sounds little. What about the 
other groups In the middle, many of 
them one-man factions — would 
they not link up with Shinui to build 
a proper-sized centre party? 

Rubinstein thinics not. “We are 
ready for expansion, but only 
through a complete merger, not 
patchwork arrangements. You see 
what happens: Shulamit Aloni 
won't come In with us if the ILP 
joins too. The ILP have their con- 
ditions. They won't agree ta a 
merger; they want places reserved 
for them on our Knesset list. . 

"All this is nonsense." Amnon 
Rubinstein does not believe in' 
cheap-skate political tie-ups based" 
on an exchange of favours, with no 
unity of purpose between the con- 
stituent groups. "That’s what la 
wrong with the big parties,” he 
says. 

"Look at Labour — I don't speak 
of the Alignment (with Map am). . 
' Labour does not vote together in fixe - ■ 
Knesset on anything. Eighteen 
months ago, Yadin opposed the 
creation of a particular settlement . 
in the West Bank. Labour voted with 
Herut against Yadin.. The reason? - 
Yossi Sarid (on the Labour left) 
happened to be abroad at the time. 

"They. voted for the Chief Rab- 
binate Law, would yoir * believe, 
that?" Politics evidently' takes 
precedence over principle — this ' 
time the heed to conciliate the 
religious bloc. "Or Took it. what 
happened to the Jerusalem Bill. 
David Glass, of the NRP, beeeeched 
Labour to hold the measure up ixz 
committee. They didn't comply. 
And how did the .balloting go? 
Eleven Labour men voted; for the 
bill, six against, and the rest fled 
from the polling-chamber." 

Rubinstein’s experience with -the 
DMC has made him wary of elec- 
toral alliances. The way to build a 
centre party, la hie opinion, la to 
vote for Shinui. Its programme is 
sound. It is not encrusted with 
dogma or hamstrung by com- 
mitments, like the older parties. H a 
new political force la needed at the 
centre, Shinui could fill that role. It 
has more support than Its rivals. 
The ILP owns one seat, the Civil 
Rights Movement one seat, Ya'ad 
one seat — but Shlnui owns six. How 
many does he hope to win In the next 
elections? "Seven or eight," he 
says. "Less than that would be a 
failure." •

Tn the Editor of The Jerusalem Poet 
Sir, — The political meaning of 
Carter's and Reagan's stances on 
various Israel-related Issues could 
best be summed up by Wolf 
BUtzer's recent lead: "Mid-East 
stands outlined in bid for Jewish 
vote." One should not mistake a bid 
for Jewish votes in such key elec- 
toral states as New York and 
Illinois for post-election projections 
of foreign policy. 

The Jewish community in par- 
ticular should not be led astray by 
Reagan's pre-election pro-Israeli 
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sentiment. If Reagan is elected, it 
will be primarily on a mandate to 
Improve a morbid U.S. economy. It 
Is difficult to Imagine Reagan
